OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF 
THE TOWN OF CONWAY, N. H., FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1886. 





At the beginning of the year, Rev. F. A. Bragdon was ap- 
pointed Superintending School Committee, but resigned that 
office in May, having been transferred to a larger and more _pros- 
perous field of labor in a neighboring state. Many of the schools 
were already in session, and the full amount appropriated by 
the town for the purchase of school books had already been expend- 
ed. A large number of these books had also been distributed in 
the various schools. Very soon the supply of books in certain 
lines was exhausted, and it became necessary to purcaase new 
books, or to give up supplying theschools. In the line of read- 
ers an overplus was on hand, also a Jot of old books which ought 
to have been turned over to the publishers instead of cash when 
the first supply of books was purchased. These books are still 
on hand, and can be exchanged for new readers when ever it be- 
comes necessary to purchase new. About one hundred dollars 
worth of books are still on hand, ad about the same amount in 
outstanding bills which must be provided for in sofie way. 

Mr, Bragdon estimates the necessary appropriation at $600 00. 
The town fixed the sum at $500.00. If carefully used this 
amount would have covered the cost. Asitis the value of the 
books on hand, together with what ought to have been realized 
from the exchange of old books more than equals the bills out- 
standing. Three hundred dollars will pay these bills, and provide 
for all books of the grade purchased last year, which the schools 
will require during the coming year. I recommend that this 
amount be appropriated for this purpose. 

it is well known that situated as the town was last year, I did 
not favor this measure to supply school books. Observation and 
experience in the practical working of the matter has convinced 
me that it is the best method of supplying the schools. It gives 
greater efficiency to all the schools, but is of greatest value to 
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to those in remote districts. It brings about perfect uniformity, 
and places a book, in the hands of every scholar, just suited to his 
immediate wants. No doubt the town will continue so good a 
work. 


THE NEW SCHOOL LAW. 


Which takes effect on the 2d, day of March was designed by 
its advocates to be particularly beneficial to rural towns and re- 
mote and scattered disiricts. Cities and large villages usually 
arrange these matters to advantage, and their public schools are 
prosperous. Rural districts have been losing ground compara- 
paratively. 

The new law places the power and the duty, where the real 
responsibility has always rested, in the hands of the town. If it 
is for the public good, and the tax payers can afford it, the 
town can build a school house and open a school in every man’s 
door yard, Or it may limit the number of schools to the real 
wants of the town. The authority and the power as well as_ the 
responsibility now rests with the authorities of the town, in the 
sehoo] board which must be elected. Now the schools of the 
town can be put ov the best possible, and, so far as natural diff- 
culties will permit, equal opportunities, afforded to all the children 
in the town. <A new era of development and success in our com- 
mon school system is now to be inaugurated. 

Interest in schools on the part of parents and all friends of 
education is to be commended. Sometimes, however, this in- 
terest takes the unfortunate form of opposition to certain teachers, 
or to the enforcement otf proper discipline in school. Nothing 
can be more destructive to the welfare of our schools than such an 
interest, Parents should honor the teacher and defend him 
from aspersion. When the very unpleasant duty of enforcing 
discipline upon disorderly pupils falls to the lot of the teacher he 
should have public sympathy and support. 

One teacher appends this remark to his school report: ‘In 
this schoo! exists a spirit of insurbordination, fostered by influ- 
ences outside and wholly beyond my reach, which readers the 
teacher powerless to enforce proper rules for the control of pu- 
pils, and is subversive of discipline and incompatible with a 
healthy moral condition in the schools.” 

One or two other teachers could have responded to this senti- 
ment, Outside influences should be favorable, pot hostile, to a 
‘chealthy moral condition” in our schools. 

Registers as returned by many of the teachers are very incom- 
plete in summing up the work done in the schools. In some in- 
stances it is impossible to find materials for a report to the state. 
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For this reason remarks on the schools, and the percentage of ap- 
parent improvement in the schools as exhibited in the statistical 
table at the close of this report, are based almost wholly upon 
notes made in official visits which were sometimes very brief, 
(both visits and notes) and must be viewed astrue and just only 
approximately. It is belived that the statistical table will prove 
instructive. 

District Schools No. 1 gave evidence of improvement at each 
successive visit to the very close of the second term. No. 2. 
Register mislaid by some one. Well taught. A. disposition on 
the part of one or two pupils not to do the work required of them, 
with the irregularity and non-attendance common in this district 
did much to destroy the value of the school. 

No.3. Very small. Improvement excellent. 

No. 4. Better from visit to visit. Salem Normal school is a 
good place to graduate from. We need more teachers like Miss 
Durgin who taught this school and Miss Gordon who taught in 
No. 18, No.5 came almost up to one hundred per cent. | 

No. 6. Building unfit for use. Patience and endurance, with 
good teaching will show even under adverse circumstances. It is 
wicked to torture little children with machines like these benches, 
off which they cannot well help sliding. 

No. 7. School small but successful. 

No. 8. Primary. Uniform success attends Mrs. Bleuin. Here 
it was more manifest than usual. 

Grammar or higher. First term good. If Mr. Hodgdon 
could have remained through the year, the story of this school 
would be pleasanter to record. At the beginning of the second 
term influences were found to be at work which practically de- 
stroyed the schoo]. ‘Theskill and energy of the teacher of the 
third term held these forces of evil in check. A determined pub- 
lic opinion is needed to extricate them. 

No.9. Well taught, improvement marked, but very small. 

No. 10. ‘This school appeared well. No teacher seems to be 
williag to try it a second time. 

No. 12. Small. One or two scholars made remarkable im- 
provement. 

No. 13. Primary. First term excellent. Second term 
closed well, but outside influences prevented the first half from 
being wholly successful. Grammar, Similar influences, and a 
spirit of insubordination gave the teacher of this school much 
trouble, and greatly injured it in every way. 

No. 14. First term very successful. Irregularity of attend- 
ance, with some other causes, hindered the success of the second 
term.

No. 15. Quiet, orderly, pleasant. If you desire to believe 
that school days are the pleasantest in life, visit Miss Nutting’s 
school. 

No. 16. Closed very unexpectedly. I hear that it was quite © 
successful. | 

No. 19. Teacher put forth his best efforts with very good re- 
sults. 

No. 4. According toa vote of the town a school was opened 
in a dwelling house on the north side of the river, in this district, 
for the benefit of the family of Daniel Mason. It was well taught 
and the children were very faithful in their studies. 

In No’s 6, 8, and 14, there have been private schools. Many 
have attended the school at North Conway Academy.  [ryburg 
Academy has been widely patronized, and on the whole an unus- 
ually large number of the children of the town have been in 
school during the year. I can count up nearly fifty children, and 
very likely there are more, who have not taken advantage of 
school privileges during the year. New efforts should be put 
forth to cure the evil of irregularity and non-attendance. 

This report, with the accompanying statistical table is respect- 
fully submitted.
